IMPORTANT 
NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS 
Chapter 92, Section 36, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954: 


‘‘Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting 
notifications in some public place in the town or shall notify 
them, in such other way as the town directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls and all 
their estates. real.a personal, not by law exempt from tax- 
ation, of which the were possessed on the Ist day of April 
of the same year. . any resident owner after such notice, 
or any non-resident owner after being reasonably requested. 
thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such list, he 1s 
thereby barred of his right to make application to the asses- 
sors or the county commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes unless he offers such list with his application and satis- 
fies them that he was unable to offer it at the time appoint- 
ed. The request upon non-resident owners may be proved by a 
notice sent by mail directed to the last known address of the 
taxpayer or given by any other method that brings notice 
home to the taxpayer.”’ 


NOTICE TO VETERANS 


Veterans or widows of veterans, who may be eligible for 
poll or property tax exemption, under our Maine Laws, should 
be familiar with the requirement, whereby, application for 
tax exemption must be made to assessors before April Ist of 
‘the year in which exemption is expected to begin. 


The following is taken from Chapter 91A, Public Laws of 
1955, section 10, sub-section IJTIG: 


‘¢ Any person who desires to secure exemption under the 
provisions of this sub-section shall make written application 
and file written proof'of entitlement on or before the first 
day of April, in the year in which exemption 1s first re- 
quested, with the assessors of the place in which the person 
resides; and the assessors shall thereafter grant such ex- 
emption to any person while he is so qualified or until they 
are notified of reason or desire for discontinuance.’’ 


Report of Town Manager 
Town of Paris, Maine 


1967 


It is a privilege to report the transactions of the 
Town of Paris for 1967 in this annual report. I will 
also mention some of the imvrovements made with our 
town road, State Aid and Town Road Improvement money. 

During 1967 we improved Barrows Street by removing 
trees and widening the entrance onto River Street. We 
widened Skillings Avenue from Paris Farmers Union to 
Route #26. We widened the Fred Corbett road on 
Streaked Mountain am also the town road from High to 
the Frank Plummer farm. This was done so the snow re- 
moval problem could be solved. The section of road on 
King Hill from the King Estate to Konsto Cummings, be- 
ing an asphalt surface, was in such bad condition that 
it had to be rebuilt. We have improved the drainage 
problem, but more gravel needs to be applied before 
this section is re-tarred. The new section of Western 
Avenue was completed as voted at town meeting. 

The balance of $2666., Jan. 1, 1967 of State Aid 
construction money was paid to the State of Maine. This 
amount with the State matching money, the bonus for re- 
construction, plus $10,000. of a special State Aid grant 
making a total of approximately $20,000., was expended 
are section of the Hebron Road which was started in 
19 5. 

Our Town Road Improvement money, a State grant of 
$7200., was spent on Brett Hill, starting at the Rawson 
entrance and extending approximately 8/10 of a mile. 
This stretch of construction will need to settle for at 
least one year before it will be suitable for a tar 
coating. 

In our tar account for the year, over 85,000 gallons 
of tar and asphalt was purchased. Approximately two 
miles of new construction had two applieations. It is 
estimated that from 18 to 20 miles of streets and roads 
had a sealer coat of asphalt applied in 1967. 

In conclusion to this road report I would like to 
pay tribute to Kenneth Russell, our road commissioner 
and foreman for the Town of Paris for over 20 years. 
His capable work, honesty and sincerity in performance 
of his duties will be Samar fi for a long time by |

all residents of the Town of Paris. 

In making a report of other municipal expenditures 
in various accounts of town government, the year end- 
ed with a net balance of $37,542.91. All accounts 
ended with a balance except four, which had overdrafts 
amounting to $1409.10. Of this amount, $1214.63 was 
in the snow removal account. 

It is impossible to itemize fully all exvenditures 
in all of the appropriations in our annual report. We 
have tried to give you as sound information as possible 
After receiving this report, if there are any question< 
which you need answered, or any information about ex- 
penditures that are not itemized, we will do our best 
to give that information to you here at the town office. 

I wish to thank the Selectmen, my highway crew, my 
office employees, the elected officials and employees 
of all other departments for their cooperation during 
this past year.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF 
CIVIL DEFENSE AND PUBLIC SAFETY 


The South Paris Civil Defense & Public Safety has 
had many projects and activities during the year of 
1967. I will try to list a few of them. 

In March the South Paris Emergency Operations Cent- 
er of Civil Defense, was host to two troops, #574 and 
#571 of Girl Scouts from the First Congregational 
Church, under the leadership of Mrs. June Andrews and 
Mrs. Virginia Litchfield. This group of 50 girls 
listened to an explanation of Civil Defense and its 
responsibilities to the people of South Paris by 
operations officer, Benjamin Twitchell. A tour of the 
center with demonstations and material passed out to 
the girls to take home, prompted many interesting 
questions and discussions by all. 

April saw a large group of 45 adults complete the 
MEDICAL SELF HELP course, sponsored by the Paris Civil 
Defense Organization and under the direction of your 
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director "Jim" Carey, Benjamin Twitchell as Instructor 
and Assistant Director Courtney Nason as projectionist, 
with James Verrill, Francis Thompson, Walter Fox, Dono- 
van Dodge and Lindley Fortier, members of the Civil 
Defense Staff, assisting. Eleven towns were represented 
by students of this class. 

In March, at the request of Mrs. Betty Farrar, of the 
Andrews Nursing Home, your director was happy to secure 
Mrs. Bernice Rideout, State Civil Defense Women's Co- 
ordinator, as speaker for a large group of nurses and 
nursing home personnel. 

We, of the Paris Civil Defense, are very proud of our 
"RESCUE TEAM" made up of 8 trained men, all trained in 
the use of our Rescue Vehicle. These men are volunteer 
firemen as well as Civil Defense members and have work- 
ed and trained hard under the direction of your Fire 
Chief Edwards, whom you recall went away to Rescue 
School a couple of years ago-(as well as W. Fox and 
L. Brewer) long before we were loaned the Rescue Vehicle. 
This vehicle has answered to ten alarm fires and actively 
participated in a drowning at Bryant Pond, drowning at 
waterford and an accident at railroad crossing in South 
Paris. This vehicle and team participated in demonstra- 
tion at Thompson Pond, put on by Androscoggin C.D. and 
the Coast Guard this past summer. 

Many hours were spent by the members of the Civil 
Defense working on the surplus truck bought in 1966,.. 
getting it ready for the paint job, both inside and 
out and evetually the job was completed, painted in 
Civil Defense colors and lettered ---"South Paris Civil 
Defense".--., Only cost was paint am supplies to do 
the work. ‘this vehicle and the rescue vehicle took, an 
active part in your Beanhole festival. Plans are under- 
way to make this truck an emergency feeding van and when 
completed it will be available to all local organizations. 

It may be of interest to you to know that South Paris 
has two licensed emergency shelters, one in the Casco 
Bank Building and one in the Masonic Building. Both 
shelters were completely stocked with emergency rations 
and equipment as provided by the Federal Government, 
upon completion of certain safety factors. These 
supplies are inspected yearly by Federal personnel. We 
need more shelters and if any local business has base- 
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ment room they would like to have utilized for this 
important project, please notify your director. The 
two shelters we now have are for only 265 peoples. 

Meetings are held nearly every month. We welcome 
any (men or-women) who are interested and invite you 
to visit us and join our organization if you so de- 
sire. All meetings are opened to the public. 

I wish to thank all the members of the Paris Civil 
Defense organization for their help, interest and co- 
operation this past year and I also thank the citizens 
of Paris for their support, without which we would be 
unable to have an active Civil Defense.

Since we acquired the Paris Hill four-wheel drive 
Chevrolet, we have rebuilt it to use on woods and

grass fires. We repiped it from three fourths to one 
inch pipe. It carries ten Indian Tanks plus brooms, 
shovels, and rakes and has a new power booster reel 
and hose. We also acquired a portable pump. It is a 
four cylinder continental engine which we converted 
from hand crank to electric start. We rebuilt a trail- 
er and mounted the pump and added suction hose, strain- 
er and nozzle. This trailer also carries five lengths 
of one inch and a half hose, and can be hauled by the 
four wheel drive truck. 

We have started a building added on to the side of 
the station for the Rescue Truck. We have the footing 
all in and have all the cement blocks to finish come 
warm weather. We were able to purchase 650 feet of 
hose, a new alarm box #45, to be installed at the inter- 
section of Emery Avenue and the Buckfield Road; two 
Scott air pack alarms, ten pair of boots, eight coats 
and two inch and a half nozzles and five thousand feet 

of alarm wire. 

In submitting this report we wish to thank everyone 
especially the municipal officers, firemen and ladies 
auxiliary for their help and interest in the department 
this year.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
South Paris for the Year 1967 


The public health nurse is a staff member of the 
Department of Health and Welfare, Division of Public 
Health Nursing. The nurse works in conjunction with 
the other health professions and resource persons in 
the community; physicians, town and school officials, 
hospital and clinic personnel, citizen groups, and 
other medical and social service workers. The object- 
ive of public health nursing is to promote community 
programs that will serve individuals and families in 
the prevention and control of disease, in the promo- 
tion of physical and mental well-being, and in the 
care and rehabilitation of the sick and disabled. In 
South Paris the community program includes four cate- 
gories; maternal and child health, communicable disease 
control, non-communicable diseases, and community pro- 
jects. 


In South Paris the maternal and child health pro- 
gram is comprised primarily of Child Health Conferences, 
clinics designed to stimulate continuous health super- 
vision, physical examinations, and immunizations for the 
well child who is not under the care of a private phy- 
si¢cian. One hundred and ninety-nine children attended 
the four combined South Paris-Norway Child Health Con- 
ferences with Dr. Warren Hazelton attending physician. 
Fifteen children received physical examinations. The 
following immunizations were given: 53 smallpox, 129 

diphtheria-pertussis-tetanus, 70 polio(Salk), and 19 
measles, The nurse also offers health supervision and 
instruction to expectant mothers and to mothers and in-. 
fants. Only 18 visits were made in the interest of ma- 
ternal and infant care probably because this service is 
unknown to the community. 


In the control of communicable diseases, the pub- 
lic health nurse is active in tuberculosis case find- 
ing, supervises convalescence of patients discharged 
from the hospital, and encourages inactive tuberculo- 
Sis vatients to continue the recommended regime. 
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In venereal disease control the nurse visits revorted 
cases, locates persons who may have been exvosed to 

the disease, and encourages early treatment in an eff- 
ort to cure and to vrevent the spread of the infection. 
The control of childhood diseases is prevention through 
immunigations. In actual cases the nurse provides nurs- 
ing care to help prevent complications. Twenty-seven 
visits were made in an effort to control communicable 
diseases. 


In cases of acute and chronic non-communicable 
diseases 398 home and collateral visits were made to 
provide direct nursing care and/or to develop plans of 
care to rehabilitate patients to their optimum health 
potentials, Sixty-seven visits were made to aid and 
offer support to persons under mental stress. FEunction- 
ing under physicians’ recommendations, the public 
health nurse acts as a liaison between family and com- 
munity resources to interpret, teach and help imple- 
ment treatment at home. 


Community-wide the public health nurse shares in 
planning orograms with workers in the fields of healt, 
education and welfare. In addition to the areas men- 
tioned above, the nurse has participated with: the 
Norway-Paris Health Council in the interest of community 
activities; the Southern Oxford County Mental Regard- 
ation Association to promote plans for the local school 
for mentally retarded children; and the school nurse 
to coordinate state and local efforts in the care of 
school-age children. 


Sincere aporeciation is extended to the citigens 
of South Paris who contributed to the effectiveness 
of the public health program.

REPORT OF PARIS UTILITY DISTRICT TRUSTEES 


During the year of 1967, the so-called water works 
and the town sewer system united under one heading 
and transferred from the Town of Paris to what is now 
known as the Paris Utility District. 


This was done by having an Act written up and taken 
into Legislature to be voted on. Legislature passed 
this Act, and the Governor signed it on April 3, 1967. 
Then there was a Special Town meeting called, on 
June 22, 1967, for the townspeople to approve this 
Article. At that time the people of the town voted 
in favor of this by a vote of 339 Yes and 34 No. The 
same attorney, Robert B. Williamson, Jr. from Portland, 
who helped get this Act through Legislature, started 
work on all of the legal affairs to get all properties 
legally transferred from the Town of Paris to the Paris 
Utility District. This was completed and the change 
over was made on December 29, 1967. So now, as of 
January 1, 1968, everything pertaining to Town sani- 
tary sewerage and the Town water facilities and serv- 
ice will be under the Paris Utility District. 


Due to the way our Charter was written, all water 
rates for the whole Town will be the same. This will 
‘make rates on Paris Hill the same as South Paris,which 
will be a little less than what they were. 


When the sewer system was under the Town of Paris, 
the taxpayer voted, each year, to raise money through 
taxes to maintain the system. This cannot be done any 
more, so the District has set up a set of rates for 
only the Town sewer users, just high enough to main- 
tain existing Town sewer. 


The South Paris Water Co., during the year of 1967, 
improved the water system by: 


Installing three (3) insertion valves on mains that 
never before could be shut off without an interruption 
in service to a large section of the Village. This was 
done under water pressure so that we had no interrupt- 
ion of service to any one. 
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We installed 318 feet of 6" main on Oak Ave. from 
Shurtleff Ave., down as far as the new Bahre Apartment 


building. 


We also installed 298 feet of 2+" main on Railroad 
Ave., from Gothic Street to Russell Street and tying 
to the Russell Street main, this makes a loop, as we 
call it, and gives a circulation so as not to have a 
dead end. 


We also extended a new main on the Hebron Road, 
giving service to the people in that section. We also 
installed three (3) new hydrants on this main, giving 
good fire protection to the people in this section. 
The distance of this new extension is 2289 feet. 


The first part of the summer, we laid a new 22" 
main on River Street, and tied it into Barrows Street. 
This makes a loop in this area also. 


This past summer, we installed what we call a tele- 
metering system, to give us automatic control of our 
pumps and reservoir. 


We also have installed a treatment system to try 
and stop what we call, ‘red water complaints’. 


In 1967, the South Paris Water Company installed: 


8" mains 500 feet 
6" mains 2107 feet 
25" mains 625 feet 


3 new hydrants 

12 new services 

4 renewed services 
49 new meters
